Nor can it Jeem 
Harth to underftand it in fo Qualified a Senfe,fince 
the Creation of the World, fo Particularly ipecifi- 
ed in the 4th Commandment, is the Foundation of 
the Chriftian Sabaoth, and We, as well as the 
Jews, folemnize a Seventh Day ( for fo ts one in 
feven in a Conftant Septinary return ) in Memory 
of our Creator's Refting from ali bis Work, which be 
Lad made. 

Some Learned Men objec it to the Jews, that 
they are unable ro produce any pregnant Evidence, 
that Their Sabaorh was the Seventh Day from the 
Creation of the World. And in cale itbe not the 
Seventh, They, as well as We, muft underftand 
the Commandment in an Applicative Senfe. And 
yet We may be fure, that an All-wife God wou'd 
never prefcribe a Law, that fhoud be Improper 
and Abfurd. 

Before the Jewith Law was given, all Nations 
( when made acquainted with the Divine Injuncti- 
oa) were oblig’d to celebrate a Sabaoth in obedi- 
ence to what God enaéted immediate to the Crea- 
cian, when he bleffed the Seventh Day, and [anttified 
it, And yer, if all Nations were to keep Holy that 
very Individual Day, that immediately fucceeded 
to the fix days Creation, the Sabacth wou'd have 
begun inDiffzrent places at Different hours through. 
cut the whoie compals of their Civil day. But we 
cannot think, thac they wou'd be oblig’d to begin 
the Sabaoth at {uch Improper hours as Many of 
them muft have done. If therefore their Sabaoth 
had Commenc’d (as we fuppofe it wou’d ) at the

“THE Letters from the Camp before Lille, Octob. 
| 2oth advite, that the Ceffation of all acts of Ho- 
® lities between the Lownand the Citadel, which was 
agreed on till the 27th in the Morning, was ftill con- 
tinued till thisday; during which time, great «ndea- 
vours were ufed to perfwade the Maretchal de Bout. 
fers to Capitulate, that the French made extravagant 
Demands, for not oaly two Millions of Livres, which 
-hey wou'd have from the Town, but likewife to 
march out with all their Cannom, 2nd to fet at liberty 
the Maretchal of Tallard, with fome other wnrea{ona- 
ble Pretenfions, which being fcornfully rejected, Ho- 
itilities began the fame Day at five a Clock, but du- 
ring the Ceffatioa Iatrenchments were caft up, and a 
varallel drawn on the Efplanade to hinder the Sallies 
ot the Enemy, who on their fide have labour'd hard to 
finith fome Works; That a good number of Cannon for 
Battery, and a great quantity of Faicines are carried 
‘ato the City, and Men working to level rhe Treaches 
and repair the Breaches: That all manner of frefh Pyo- 
vigions begun to be fcarce inthe Town, and fleth elpe- 
cially, infomuch that the price of Mutton is25 and 
30 Pence a Pound, and Beet 11 Pence. That thé Sick 
‘a the Hofpieals are forc’d te eat Horfe Fleth, as well 
asthe Soldiers; that fince the neighbouring Country is 
slrogether exhaufted, Provifions are like to be very 
arce for fome time, til) thereis a tree Communicati- 
on with Holland and Bruffels, The Hereditary Prince 
ot Heffe Caflel has polted himfelt ar La Baflee, and has, 
as ’tis reported, given Orders for 7 ae the fame, 
which will be of no fmall advantagetor the rurther exe. 
curion of the Defigns of the Generals, and the exrendin 
their Quarters.. That as fooa as the Works are “en 
led, aud the Breaches in fome meafure repair'd, ’tis 
Said, Prince Eugene will leave a fufficiene Detachmenr, 
tor reducing the Citadel, under che command of the 
Prince of Holften Beck, and march with the reft of the 
Troops to joyn the Duke of Marlborough, and endea- 
vour to attack thé Enemy. That the French have de 
tach'd fome Troops towards Doway to lecure their 
Territories on that fide, and continue co caft up In- 
trenchments along the Scheld from Tournay to Mor. 
taigne in fuch places where the River is paflable. The 
Advifes from the Hague Nov. 2d. are, Thata new Pla- 
caerthas been publifhed, prohibiting any Supplies to be 
fent to the Enemy in Ghent upon the fevereft Penalties, 
and that the Governor of Sas Van Ghent has Orders to 
luffer nothing to pafs chat way. That the followire 
Ceremonies were obferv'd in the Camp, when the 
Corps of the late Mounfieur d’Auverquerque was 


brought away; Firft march’d a Squadron of Drs- 
goons follow’d by a Squadron of Horfe Guards, and a. 
nother of the Life Guards, their Staudards and Kettle 
Drums covered with black, after thém two Batalions 
of Foot Guards, with their Arms under the lefe Arm, 
and their Colours in Mourning, which are to continge 
6 Weeks, and the Officers to wear, as long, a mour. 
ning Knot on their left Arm; then came another Squa- 
dron of Horfe Guards, and one of Pragoons, follow'd 
by the Adjutants of the decoas'd . Next cammea Charior 
with the Corps of the deceas’d, bafore which an OF. 
ficer rode with his Sword drawn, as likewifean OF 
ficer on each fide with their Swords drawn; then fol 
low’d his Excellency’s two Sons, afrer them the Duke 
of Marlborough and all the other Generals ; Having 
march’d in this Order abouta quarter of a League from 
Rouffelaer, the Troops were drawn up and fajuted the 
Corps, and when the Generals had paisd by there was 
a uipple Difcharge of 12 Pieces ot Cannon, broughe 
thicher on this occafion, then the Generals, &c. return’d 
te the Camp, and the Corps was catried on to Ghenr, 
with an Adjutant betore, and 50 Guards, in their way 
to Auverquerque, where he 1s to be Interr’d. They 
write from the upper Rhine, that fince the Town of 
Lille is farrender'd, the Elétor of Hannover intends 
fuddenly to quit the Field and return to his Refidence. 
Thatthe Troubles in Sw ifferland are grown to fuch an 
heigth, that ’tis likely there will be an open Rupture, 
between the Proteftant and Popifh Cantons, Which 
concludes al] from Yours, @e.
